Viet-Nam Start

HERE were indications in

In the sixteen months after the first 
World War ended. 1,500 new houses 
were built. 

During the past sixteen months we 
have built 128,000, without counting 
the enormous work which has been 
done to repair war damage and con- 
vert suitable property into flats. 

It was estimated after Germany and 
Japan were beaten that 750,000 British 
families had no homes of their own 
Mr. Bevan believes that by the end 
of 1947 accommodation will have been 
provided for most of them.

LACK MARKETS are bred out 
of Scarcity Greed.

you and I refused to pay his iniquit- 
ous prices. 

Many did refuse them over the 
Christmas holiday. They would not 
pay three or four pounds for a bottle 
of dubious alcohol, three shillings a 
blossom for tired anthemums or 
half a crown for a sprig of mistletoe 
not big enough to kiss under. 

Looking forward into the New Year, 
I foresee an increasing return to 
common sense and common honesty 
on the part of the common man.” 

There is urgent need for both. Real 
scarcity exists because it takes time 
for ravaged lands to be brought back 
into cultivation and broken industries 
to be mended. 

But here we can live without serious 
hardship because supplies are in the 
main fairly shared. Plenty will re- 
turn the sooner the more of us resolve 
to keep to cur fair share. 

A word in this connection, not so 
much about national, as personal, 
saving though the two can well go 
together. Prices are bound to come 
down. Mr. Bevan warns us not to buy 
houses at fancy figures if we can pos- 
sibly avoid it. 

My view is that it is foolish to buy 
anything one can do without unless it 
is good value for money. For the sur- 
plus of spending power is running low 
and what a man can save now will 
be worth more in a year’s time. 

Those who tell you otherwise have 
forgotten the great recuperative 
strength of the British people. 


* 


T is because of that strength: 
because of the historically 
proven recovery-genius of our 
race; that I regard the peaceful revo- 
lution we are living through as a 
period of exceptional opportunity. 
The main danger to be feared is the 
too-common desire for “ easy money.” 
Workers are entitled to demand good 


wages, decent conditions and the 
shortest working week consistent with 
high output. 

But they cannot have short hours 
and high pay and soft work all at the 
same time. Nor can they hope to 
force up their own wages, industry by 
industry, above the general level, for 
that would lead to nothing but waves 
of local inflation on a rising cost-of- 
living tide. 

Britain’s shortage of man-power is 
unfortunately most acute just now in 
her basic industries—in the mines 
and mills and foundries; in building. 
agriculture and the merchant marine. 

Somehow or other it is essential to 
infuse these industries with young 
blood. Today the premium is on the 
safe and pensionable job and, per- 
haps, the best resolution our political 
and labour leaders could make for the 
coming year would be to provide and 
spot-light fine opportunities in the 
harder and riskier occupations.

During 1947 let us hope that the 
Government will make time to trans- 
late the Curtis Report into good law 
for the protection of all children 
living in public institutions and that 
the Secretary of State for War will 
use every spare minute of his time to 
iron out demobilisation anomalies. 

Let us hope, too, that managements. 
shop stewards and workers will com- 
bine to prevent time being wasted on 
the job in hand. And, finally to 
amplify the old wish of a prosperous 
New Year. may we all find time to give 
the other fellow a helping hand, which 
is probably the only way to combine 
personal success with personal 
happiness.

“HE days of “ Moby Dick” 
and the big, black- 
bearded whalermen who 

went after their quarry with 
hand harpoons in open boats 
are gone. But. though more 
than 90 years have slipped 
past, the whale today is more 
precious than ever. 

And the Sven Foyen harpoon- 
unners. who are paid on the 
ootage of whales they kill, this 
Antarctic season are looking for- 
ward to making big money: an 
ace-gunner aims to make as much 
as £5,000 the trip! 

Normally, a comes up to 
breathe once every 15 minutes,
